London, Aug (i. — The debate on the 
Irish land bill developed into a defeat of 
the govorniuent on Viscount Temple 
ton's amendment, asking that the value 
of the improvomentfl mentioned in the 
several clauses of each heading should 
be ascertained and the fair rent be based 
on the jiHsumi)lion that iill the itiiprove- 
iiieiitB had been iiuule or acquired by the 
landlord. 

The Marquis of Lani-downu Kaid thai 
the government could not accept the 
iiniendment as it would overbtirdon the 
laixi comuiiHsioiiers with iiiiniito de- 
tail.s and involve great e.xijerise. The 
iMariitii-s of Londonderry, the luirl of 
•Mayo, the Earlof Winclielsea, the Diikeol 
.VbtM'i'Drii and others hup])'irte(i tho 
aiiieiidnieiit, which was (iiially ailopled 
by a vote of 1:^7 to (17 amid cheers. I^ord 
Kusebery, Karl Spencer, Baron Herschel 
and tiie opposition peers supported tho 
governnieiit. 

.Several verbal amendments were then 
carried. Baron Iiichiiiuin, Coneervative, 
moved that no reduction bo made in the 
fair rent by reason of the mere right of 
occupation of the vested tenant. The 
Marquis of Lanadowne opposed this mo- 
tion on the ground that it was unneces- 
sary, but nevertheless it was adopted 
without a division. 

The Earl of Dunraven moved a new 
clause to tho Irish land bill to facilitate 
the landlords' purchase of tenants' im- 
provements. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne said that 
it was a novel proposal and was foreign 
to the acojie of the bill. 

The Earl of Dunraven thereupon con- 
Bente<l to withdraw his motion. A long 
discussion followed on Baron Cloncurry'g 
amendment to clause 4 to exclude from 
thi^ operation of the bill holdings to the 
vakie of £50 yearly instead of XIOO. 

The Marquis of Lans'downe and the 
Duke of Devonshire declared that the 
government could not accept this 
amendment, as it would be a denial of 
justice to that class. Baron Cloncury's 
amendment was carried by a vote of 107 
to 1)0, in spite of the government's oppo- 
sition. 

15aron MacNachton, then moved the 
omission of clause 5 reliitiiig lo town 
parks. The Mariiuis of Liiiisdowne and 
Baron Ashbourne coiiteii<ted that this 
clause was non-contentious, but iiever- 
thele.«s, tho clause was omitted by a 
vote of !)() ti) 77. 

Ttie Mouse of f.onls finally adjourned 
at midnight. It was underatood that 
when the Irish land bill returns to the 
House of Commons the government will 
there move to ilipagree to the various 
Peers' amendmenta, which were carried 
against the government to-night. Should 
the Lords then persist in maintaining 
their amendments, there will be noalter- 
native for the government but to drop 
the bill. 

There was a larger attendance of peer^ 
than in connection with any measure 
since the Home Rule bill. The public 
and press galleries continue to be packed 
wliilc tliere is a good attendance of peer- 
esses, among them the Dticbcss of Ond- 
(.^oiuitesH of Mayo, l^ady Wnl vertoti, 
("(miitc.'-a of Slielbiiriie and Cc)inite.>*H 
t'owpcr. Mrs. .Insepli Chiiiiibcrlain was 
present lo-day. The forces of the jieers 
were very unequal. I,es.-< than a score 
1(1 the 'ippciHitioii liinls were i)re.sent, 
while tlu! .Mui<|uis of .Salisbury hail 
about a liiiiidri' 1 Unionist peers behind 
hiiii. Ki. lion lierald Balfour, chief 
secretary for Ireland; Mr. George N. 
Curzon, parliamentary secretary for 
foreigiuoffice; Sir A'ernon Harcourt, op- 
position leader inithe house of commons; 
Sir Henry Asquith, former home secre- 
tary ; the Bight Hon. John Atkinson, 
attorney-general for Ireland, and 
other leadinj: mombera of the house 
of (^oinmons, were also present to-day. 

The government pro])oses that tlie 
select committee of membors of parlia- 
nieiit to investigate the administration 
of Rhodesia by the British Chartered 
South Africa (>)ini)any, and the t^ir- 
ciiiiistances of the .laitiCBun raid, shall 
iHi composed as follows: Right, Hon.

Jackson and Attorney-CJeneral Sir 
Richard Webster, till government sup- 
porters and the following members of the 
opposition: Sir WilUam Vernon Har- 
court, the Liberal leader in the Coni- 
uions, Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, 
J. E. Ellis, Henry Labonehere, Sydney

Blake. It is probable Miiu Ki. Hon. W. 
L. .hicksoii, who is n-nM..)cr fur Leeds, 
will be made the chairman of the com- 
mittee, but owing to objections urged lo 
Mr. Labouchfcre, who has for years 
waged ii bitter feud against Cecil Rhoiiea, 
and tlieidesire of the Parnellilcs to sub- 
stitute John Redmond for Hon. Edward 
Blake, as ^ member of the <;0inniittee, it 
is doubtful if tho committee will be con- 
stituted at Llie present sesaiou. 

The defeat of the government sjiread 
dismay among the ministerial members 
of the House of Commons who were lis- 
tening to the debatp, and they rushed 
back to the lower house in order to an- 
nounce the defeat, thus creating quite a 
seijsation. It is the general belief this 
evening that the defeat of tho govern- 
ment means the nbandoument of the 
Irish land bill. NtimlieiH of Irish land- 
lords heaieged the House of Lords in en- 
deavors to interview particular peers on 
the subject. 

Timothy Healy and John Dillon al- 
ready r^ard the bill as 'dead ,, unless the 
goverDmeotii Bball mske a strong effort 



to undo the mischief done by the House 
of Lords to-night. 

Right Hon. Gerald Balfour, chief sec- 
retary for Ireland, was greatly tlisap- 
pointed at the action of tlie Lords, but 
he thinks that the bill can bo saved if 
the House of Commons will emphasize 
its disagreement to the Lords' amend- 
ments. 

The Daily News (LiberaO says: " It is 
stated that Gerald Balfour will resign if 
the Lords insist upon the amendnienta 
to the Irish land bill which they adojjt- 
ed last night."

MOUNT LEFROY'S VICTIM. 

iBody of the Unfortunate Mountain Climber 
Recovered— Detafls of the Fatality. 

WisNiPBG, Aug. 6. — (Special) — A des- 
patch from-Laggan, B.C., states that the 
body of Phillip S. Abbott, of Jlihvaukee, 
who met his death on Jlonday by fall- 
ing from a cliff, has been recovered and 
will lie taken east to Boston for inter- 
ment on Sat unlay. When Mr. Abbott 
met bis death he was making the first 
ascent of Mount Lefroy by its western 
slope. All went well and safely until 
perbajis within 200 feet of the summit, 
when they reached the final clifTs. Heroa 
rock chimney was to be ascended. Under 
ilia instructions this party being in a safe 
position unro))ed while he made the 
ascent in order to lix a rojie by which 
the others could ascend. It is piobal)le 
that his liandliold or foothold irave way, 
and bo fell a iliHtance of forty feet, land- 
ing on the snow slope at tlii! foot o( the 
chimney. On this he deacended aonie 
nine hundred feet, where hi." stojiped on 
a narrow platciiu above a second i)reci- 
piv-e. Tlie ropes having fallen with him, 
the other mem tiers of the party were 
compelled to use the utmost care in 
descending to where he bay in the very 
line they had travelled. He was breath- 
ing, but obviously unconscious when 
they reached him. An endeavor was 
made to bring him down, but be expired 
in a few momenta, and they were obliged 
to temporarily leave the body where he 
died, at a point over ten thousand feet 
above sea level.

Owint: to the nunierous lliea it 
waa customary for them after sun- 
set to liKl't "a lire near the liimae 
to drive them oil' and to thia 
is atlril)ated the orif^'in of the Ih-e. l'".arly 
in the morning .Mr. Stevens and wifc^ 
awoke to lind the lire burniii;^ all aronnd 
them. Three children were alce])inL' in 
the same room ami each seizing; one, 
they carried them to safely, "n n- 
turuing their attention was chIUmI from 
the child they had left by tlie<'iiea of 
three others up-starrs. Tliey trieil to 
save them, but the fire iiad progressed 
too far. One of the eidldren was able to 
reach the window and throwing himself 
over hnng on by the sill, the lire biirn- 
inj,' all aronnd him on the w.dl. lint he 
was too friu'litened to drop to t be '..'round. 
His |)arenta manai;ed to rescue liiin ami 
then returned to the child left in tlieir 
room. Tliey succeeded in Retting him, 
but onlv to see it die from its burns soon 
after.

guns, and the Koyal licrkahircM'i'ninienl.

This line spectacle wus 
watcheci with great interest. .-V aliani 
battle followed. The Koyal .-\rlillery 
and lioyal Engineora manned llic ilc- 
feaces of the citadel, and llie naval 
brigade forming a portion of tlje all.irk- 
ing force, occupietl the heignts of ilie 
Camp Hill, directly west of the ciiadid.

A uniform currency was first eetab- 
lished in Caniida by the act of 1871. 

Pres'ioua to that liiiio currency legialii- 
tion uiis chiclly the ixiiiiouuceinciit of 
the V!\lues of the Hrilisli, Spaiiigh, 
Portu(.Mici;c, Kreiicli and United Slatea 
coins lloalinf; in general circulation. 
The act was intended to establish a 
Canadian Rold coinage on the same basis 
as the Uiiite.l States gold ciigle, the 
weight of that coin being 25S uniin.s 
troy, iimi ita liiieiioss nine-tenths of pure 
gold. The O:\iiuiliaii nold coin \v:is to l)e 
equal in value to lialf an eii;:le, hut was 
tohavebennof ilie Briti.sh atumiard of 
fineness, 910-1,000 pure yold.

TARTE'S RE VELATIDSs. 

Mr. Tarte, the new Minister of I'ublie 
Works, Iioasted at Knowlton, at the 
noiniiKition of Mr. Msher, of the ex- 
posure he had made of Conservative cor- 
rnption and of the large amount of 
money he had saved for the i)eople of 
Canada. As he proceeded to make his 
startling revelations he was no doubt 
(liaajipointi'd to litnl that the people wlio 
heard liini were not startled at uH. 
What lie did was to refu.se to jiay sums 
of money that ani horities, believetl to be 
competent, hail decided that theCiovern- 
ment ought to pay. They were the 
amounts of claims made by contractors 
the justice of which had been (luestioiied 
by the Conservative i-ioveriiiiient. One 
of them was snljuiilted to arbitrators, 
and the two others were retened to 
.ludge Burbidgo, of the E.xclieijuer 
Court. The award of the arbitrators 
favored the contractor, as did the deci- 
sions of the judge. It will be seen from 
thia that the new Minister's action in 
setting aside the decisions of the arbitra- 
tors and the jud'/e may be productive 
of loss to ihc pe>)ple (jf Canada ami 
not gain. The eontractors who h.ive 
been deprived of the suips to which they 
had been declared entitled will not sub- 
mit (juietly to the loss. They will, it 
may lie considere 1 certain, go to law to 
recover the money witliheM from them 
by Mr. Tarte, and it is qiiite pohyible 
ttiat the i)eople of Canada will liave to 
pay the sums adjmlged to he their due 
and swingeing bills of coats besides. 

In any case there is no evidence of 
corruption on the part of the late Gov- 
ernment in the revelations made by Mr. 
Tarte. The Government refused to pay 
the claim of Mr. Charleboia of $29<5,00O, 
that of Messrs. Murray and Cleveland of 
^80,000 and of Messre. Connolly of .fl."),- 
000. They left it to dieiniereated aiui 
competent persoii.a to decide upon the 
justice and the validity of those claims. 
This is what a prudent buaineaa concern 
who did not w'ant to deprive those who 
had worked for fhem of what was 
honestly due tliem, but v.'ho were deter- 
mined not to Bubniit to any imposition 
or e.^tortion, would have done. If .Mr. 
Tarte wanted to ahow how corni))t his 
Tory predecessor Mr. Deajardins was, 
he was most unfortunate in hia apeei- 
men cases. If Mr. Tarte should live to 
the age of Methuselah he can hardly 
hope to deserve so high a reputation for 
integrity as Mr. Desjardins most <le- 
aervedly enjoys. 

THE NEW MINER.

The new gold lielil in Kern 
County is said to be very rich. In one 
respect it resembles the new gold field a 
in Australia.

Stories are told of tlie 
rit'hness of the ore which must, wo 
tliink, bo taken with many grains of 
allowance. Rock, it ia said, running to 
two or three thousand dollars a ton in 
the assayer'g crucible is no startling 
novelty. 

The men who are developing thia new- 
gold field are aa different as possible 

from the California miner of forty-nine, 
and the mining camp of to-day is a jier- 
foct contrast to the mining camp of the 
early days of the State. There are in it 
no saloons. "Neither are there any 
dance houseSk nor women of the aort 
that do not refine and elevate. The gun 
fighter is also absent, and everybody 
goes to bed at nine o'clock

ihoiigrht Here to Fill Part of Mr 
Keller's Contract With 
the City. 



J. \V. Keller, who was awarded the 
tender for supplying sewer pipe to the 
city a short time ago, was yesterday 

lined by Collector Milne for undervalue- 
ing and wrongly describing some of tiie 
pipe which he was bringing in from Se- 
attle to till the contract. 

It was on July '2S that the city 
council decided, on a report signed 
by two members of the sewerage 
committee, to award the teiider[for eewer 
pipe to Mr. Keller, wdio imports ids pipe, 
in preference to civing the contract to 
the liritish Columbia J'ottery Company, 
a Victoria industry. Mr. Keller and the 
liritish Columbia Pottery Company were 
the only tenderers. Both quoted SO cents 
forU-incli pipe, wliile for 10- inch pipe 
Mr. Iveller quoted .S.'i'.j cents and 
the British (,'idmnliia I'ottery Com- 
pany ;!S cents. Though there was 
i.inly this small diU'erence of 2'^, 
cents in on(i claes of pipe, the city 
council ilecided to give the contract for 
llie foreign niailu pine insleiid of to a 
N'ictoria industry wliii-li makes all its 
pipe here and emplovH Victoria \york- 
inen. A day or two ago a coiiaigmnent 
of pijie was brought in by Mr. iveller 
from Seattle for the city 'contract and 
Collector Milne found tluit wliile the 
smaller size had been entered at llie 
customs it was llie larger size that 
was being brought in. Accordingly ho 
had the pipe seized, and on its being, 
measured up it was found that the value 
was $200 more than that which Mr. Kel- 
ler bad put on tiie article. The duty at 
iier cent, on the ifUOU came to if70, so 
that Mr Keller bad to riay to the custoiiia 
$270 before the nipe handed over, 
riiis means that he liad to buy his pipe 
twice over, once at Seattle andoncefrom 
tlie customs.

THE CEETAN QUESTION. 

King George of Greece May Abdicate if 
Greece Is Not Allowed to Annex 
Crete. 

London, Aug. 6, — ^The Times, in an 
angry article, complains of the German 
press for 'denouncing and abusing Lord 
Salisbury because ho refused to join in a 
blockade of Crete. It says: "It is not 
improbable that if a blockade had been 
started Germany would again discover 
that she had no eliips available for tho 
purpose. It is not dignified to stand 
aside and incite other nations to do what 
she is not prepared to do herself. To 
make Crete a cockpit in wliicli ojiposing 
forces miglit fight out their (puirrelB 
would bo a moat ellectual method of 
produeiiit; a lOiiropean war, unless the 
powers were most completely in agree- 
ment." 

A dispatch from Berlin to a news 
agency anye that it was stated that the 
various European courts have received 
letters from the royal family of Greece, 
saying that King George may abdicate 
in favor of tho cro\vn prince if Greece is 
compelled by the powers to desist from 
her aspirations to make the island of 
Crete a part of the Grecian dominions. 

Can"i:a, Crete, Aug. li. — The Austrian 
warship Maria Teiosa has arrived from 
the Piraeus and the Italian ship Vesu- 
vius aiui the I'rcnch Lionels have gone 
thero. Several Christian deiiiities have 
left here. Their action is eeverely eriti- 
(used. It is considered that tliey shoiiUl 
have awaited the reply of the porte.

Insurgent Recrultinc Officers Surprised— 
Sugar Flantations Burned— Funds Raised 
by the United States Junta. 



Havana, Aug. 6.— A party of seven 
rebel scouts under the leadership of Al- 
fredo Punales, a former member of Ma- 
nuel Garcia's gang ot bandits, was sur- 
prised recruiting men for the insurgent 
ranks and lired upon at daylight yester- 
day by a Bqiiad of jiolice under Captain 
Calvo, of Ciuatao fame, at a point in tlio 
fuburba of Havana between .lesus I'lel- 
inontfi and Kl Ciro. Punales and two 
otliers were killed and tiie reuiainder of 
tbe i>arty escapeil, ulniiuloning their 
arms. The citizens in the vicinity were 
temporarily terrified, and shots were 
tired from the forts at Palatino and .Je- 
sus Delnionte. 

A Puerto Principe special dispatch re- 
ports the cane fields of the Lugaino es- 
tate near Minns as fired. Twenty-live 
houses ■ thereon and various iaiiorers' 
huts were also burned. The reliels ves- 
terilay burned the Sun \'inceiUe planta- 
tion, one league I'roni Cardenas, destroy- 
ing the sugar mill, the luni still and all 
tbe biiilding.s.

ECLIPSE OP THE SUN. 

The Second Durintr the Present Year Takes 
Place on Sunday— Where it May 
Be Observed. 

An ecli])se of tbe sun, the second this 
year, will take place on August 0, hut 
will not be visible to many people in 
North America. The first eclipse this 
year took place in February, but was in- 
visihle in North America, its path lying 
wholly in the Antarctic and South' At- 
lantic oceans. The coming eclipse can 
be observed over a long belt. Tbe linu 
traced out by the shadow of the moon 
will coiniuence in tbe North Sea about 
balf way between the Faroe islaiid.s 
and Norway, wliei-e tbe sun will be seen 
to rise in a state of eclijise.

The liest spot to observe the jjassageof 
the moon across the sun's face will be in

the totality will only last for two min- 
utes and forty-seven seconds. The dark 
line marking the shadow cast by tbe 
moon will be nearly ten lliousaiid miles 
loiiL', tliougb its width will be Ijarelyone 
buiijied miles. 'I'lie Amherst astrono- 
mical e.\|)edition, already at its post, 
will represent the; United States among 
the ollicial observers.

Experience of Two Adventurers Wlio Faced 
Atlantic Waves aiul Storms in 
o Cockle Shell. 

Llindo.s', Aug., 0. — I'ull details of tbe 
adventurous voyage of Harvo and Sain- 
uelson in u rowboat, which reached 
Uoilly last Saturday, are published, 
llarvo reports that they left New York 
at 5 p. in. Jtinef). Ow'in^r tostroiig winds 
they were driven norl ii wai d to tb(^ banks 
of Xewfouiidland, and on July 1 they 
spoke the. schooner l.eailerand reipieste I 
tlie master to report them all well. On 
.lulv " tbey enco altered a heavy gule 
from the West and had great ditliculty 
in keeping the boat free, as the i;ea was 
continually breaking on board, keening 
one of them bailing. Thegalecontinueil 
with more or less force until p.m. July 
10 when a heaw sea struck and capsized 
the boat, throwing them into the water. 
After a few minutes they succeeded in 
righting her and g(d,ting on board and 
bailing her out. .Ml their provisions, 
anchor, cooking utensils, si^^mil lights 
and several other articles which were 
not lashed to the boat were lost. After 
the accident they siiU'ered severely from 
colli, luiving to remain in their wet cloth- 
ing. Shortly afterward tbe weather 
moderated, and, tin; wind continuing, 
they proceeded eastwarri. On July 1,5 
they boarded the Norwegian bark Cito, 
from (.Quebec for Pembroke, and were 
supplied with water and provisions, and 
again, when about -100 miles west of 
Scilly, on July 24, they spoke the Nor- 
wegian bark Eugen, from Halifax tor 
Swansea, and obtained from her a small 
supply of bread and water. Both men 
are in good health and look weather- 
beaten by long exposure. They pulled 
tw , pairs of sculls during the day, and 
at night kept watches of three and a 
half hours intetvals, one man iiulling 
while the other slept.
